There it no good reason, indeed, why lxii.li 
ahould not be had recourse * to, at this 
wooM make the remedy more tpeedy and 
more effectual t and both should be urged, 
without ceating, till achieved. But. si 
the landed proprietors of England are all- 
powerful in the councili of the country, 
there will no doubt be much greater op* 
position on their parts to Free Trade than 
to Emigration ; and sa tins last lueicct 
doe* not appear to have received the public 
attention of the jireta or people of Eog- 
y at the former, it may 
r here the opinion) which 
1 surrey of nearly all 
i hemispheres, and a 
loot- and deep ooosiderttioa of the onsa- 
tiotii of Emigration and CoSonbalion, \m 
^adawld ww to foran. 

In doing this. It wpj Bet be necessary 
to advert to the manner in whkh our ex- 
tenaiic peuttHiont in Asia, Africa, and 
A wtllC* wet* origtnasly ecrpiireJ, tempt-

ing ea the theme may V* ; jet, to ptweenl 
misconception, it may be well to itato, 
that on a review of all the cirentBtUneet 
attending the conquest or aenuitition 
of each, there appears to mi much more 
ueserrinc of censure thin of praiae— more 
to be ashamed than to be proud of— as 
force, fraud, plunder, and oppression, have 
been the chief elements Vw which our 
Coloniei hate been won aud ruled ; and 
this perhaps may be the reason why they 
hate hitherto yielded us to little of na- 
tional benefit. If the first test of the sa> 
<luiiiiion of etch separate Colony belong- 
ing to Great Britain could be estimated in 
sterling money, including of course Ihe 
equipments of tin Ihntt and armies used 
— the lout; subsidies, and grants 
md the amount of debt entailed s and if in 
thete could be added the annual cost to the 
mother-country of the settlements that 
hate never yielded a revenue sufficient to 
pay their own ripcntei, the turn would 
tlartle the boldest financier ; and the 
mott ingenious I [tinman would be unsbls 
to show that equi relent advantage! bad 
been derived from their possession. 

That it it possible for nations to grow 
weaker by in eiteosion of territory, and 
to be drained of weslth by multiplying 
their potteuioni and spreading their do- 
minion, has been proved in the esse of the 
Bom ana, the Arabs, the Bp 
Ihe Fortugueie— esch of whom, in turn, 
fell, rather by the destroying power of 
their own extension, than by toy other 
cause, And, though it was the boast of 
the two last-named countriet— aa it may 
be that of England at the present day— 
i hat ■■ the inn never set on their domi- 
nion*,'' we see them both t ow riihtawd to 
the lowest degree in the salt of nstioni 
their weakness and poverty causing them 
to be a by-word of reproach — their Colo- 
nial dominion almost eitiueS, and their in* 
tern el peas* perpetually disturbed by in- 
surrecuon snd civil war. 

There it nothing that can ensure the 
e scape of England from a similar dec Line 
and fall, but a just and wise use of tbt 
power the jiossesees, and punning a course 
the very oppotiteof that whish Lra-aght 
Spain and Portugal to their present tow 
estate. _ 

With tech of these nations, it 

■lure of their policy to pro- 
prevent Colonisation, or the filed 
and permanent settlement of the Edit 
race within their Colonial territories. 
Their governors, i 
after amtuvting fortunes from- the plunder 
of the natives, retired to Europe to 
them , while the aborigines, and the 
not* that succeeded them, en 
only at matnret out of which profit or 
gain, in tome shape or other, was to be 
made. 

Wi.h tech of thete natmni alto, 
a prominent feature of their policy, to make 
slmoit every branch of commcree a mono- 
poly, for the benefit of some royal or dis- 
tinguished pprtonage, or far (he special 
advantage of some peculiar class ; and at the 
mine time, to to burden all articles of ex- 
port and import, not pasting through these 
channels ot monopoly, with heavy and 
grievous imposts, as to crush air free- 
dom of trade. 

A third feature of their colonial policy, 
was to keep all their subjects in the

dust. Let England take the opposite course, 
if ihe would avoid a similar fate ! Let 
her encourage and assist the CoiODtiiiiion 
of ill her dtttaat wesessioas. and plant 
them with her surplus population of *v*ry 
rank and class. Let her re more all re- 
strictions on co m nn etc*, first between her- 
self and her own colonies, and then be- 
tween herself snd other nations — till aaa 
enjoy t, a* far aa her power can secure it, 
a Free Trade with all the world. And, 
lastly, let her so encourage education hi 
■II bti borders, si to raise up an inttlli- 
jgeut, virtuous, and independent race of 
subjects, among whom neither 
' tical nor political tyranny csas r

England possesses for the accomplishment 
of these great ends, art in her own hands .

ollimatcly. of opulenre . All (lis' is wanleil, 
indeed, it, that the g^verninjr power in 
England should eiert its influence and 
sutborily re bring their tftmtnU tegtther. 
Toe Hint and thesreel will nerer yield fire, 
while esch is kept apart fmn the other. 
Bring them Into rontncl, and 1 tip spark is

while the passage semat the orran, aud 
the expense* of reaching the territories In 
question, present an insuperable harrier to 
thousands of families who could nrrer rniir 
the means of defraying the cost. The 
painful associations hitherto connected 
with exile to Ihe colonies, owing tn (he 
poverty of the clsis generally going nut, ns 
their last forlorn hope of sustaining ei- 
iatenee, aa well at from the privations lo 1 
which these are auhjected 00 their first 
settle men t in the woods, — from theienrctty 
of good soeitty, and the mesns of educa- 
tion and intellectual pleasures, —all ttiete 
have prevented persons in ihe higher mi J 
middle rankt of life from cole rLs iniujc (lie 
thought of emigration tn Ihe North 
American colonies ; and without some 
new and powerful inducement, this indit-

t* large at Wale*. " The whole area of our 
North American Provinces * alone ii more 
lhan twice a* great SI tint of all France, 
which it 130,370,840 acres : but while 
Franc* ha* a population of 35,000,000 of 
people, thete provinces have only an 
united population of i, 00*1,000 by the 
largest computation that can be made, 

At wt hare seen that there it here feW 
enough sad to spare — for of the whole of 
•his vast area there are not more than 
30,000,000 of acres gran ted, and of thrta 
not more than 5,000,000 cullivated-lel 
us nut see whether w* have iabrmr to 
apply to ill cultivation. On thii 
few proofs will be required, since ihe 
general notorietr of the fact renders lliess 
While Ireland pours forth 
wsand* of emigrants 
rear to tht United fitslea and to these 
Provinces; while Scotland sends her 
hardy son* to the remotest region* of the 
glob* in search of the means of eiiilrnce 
and while England hai her union work 
booses filled with unemployed labourers, 
agricultural as well at manufacturing, and 
her poor s-rates and pnj 
creasing yearly at a fearful rate — no one 
nan doubt of there being an abundance of 
fetour to be had, in almost any quantity 
in which it may be required. 

Of Ml to direct that labour sdva.nl a- 
geonsly, there has hitherto been a lament 
ablt deficiency in most eif our coloniei: 
t the business of emigration not 
undertaken or directed by the Go< 
but carried on by mercantile 
eowpaniet or private individuals on 
own account, few besides the 
add destitute, who could not obtain 
subsistence in their own country, have 
ir thoughts to emigration aa a 
tha lift under which they la- 
1 poor, and persons of broken 
down fortune and reckless character, hare 
formed, hitherto too large a proportion of 
the numbers going out as ttttlert in our 
enWiesi so thai Ihe " emile," as it is 
caused, is looked upon with feelings of the 
greatest distaste and reluctance be most 
person 1 ; and by some, indeed, ii rlotely 
associated with either misfortune 01 crime. 
But if more powerful iudtiremrntt were 
irlnt to tempt * new and 
of emigrant* to leave Ihttr 
there would be no more diffi- 
culty in obtaining the highest amount of 
tiilt in every department of agriculture, 
and trade, to supply tht colonies, 
procuring the requisite amount of 
to be directed by these, fot ihe 
our colonial resource a, tnd 
the enrichment of all engaged in the in- 
crease of the national wealth. 

The last element in the catalogue of 
requisite materiel* for the good work of 
making the Colonies of Bragland available 
to the mother-country is the possession of 
the mesne of eonrtpny the requisite 
aasonat of labour and skill to the spots 
where they would be required, and the,

thousand*, who, though not paupers, tie I would nore 
itrai^hteiieil in their cierurri trailers, and '*ur time, 
obliged (0 keep ii tenet, suffering upon 
the whole is ii urh in mind as others do in 
body, and forming a very large data nfthe 
British pnpulatinp. 

If in ihe first ytnr in which such an net 
should nunc into o)ieialir>n, a million of 
persons should be conveyed, at Ihe public 
eipense, scruia the Allnntlc, the tarings 
in the nuor-rslei and private charity 
iloue throughout the kingdom, would more 
than pay the cost : for the ships being the 
property of the nation, and the seamen snd 
officers itlready in it* pay, Ihe really addi- 
tional ejpensc would he very (rilling; rer- 
Iniidy not .«5, 000.000 ; and thus sup- 
posing Jrjl0,00f».(l00 In he saved lo I be 
country by this relief, a fund wnuld rcmiin, 
out of which might be prnvided nil the 
necessary implements of hushnndry, seed, 
and cattle, for ibe rirat settlement. These 
being collected in depfttt in each province, 
mip:li I be suiijilird to individual actllere, it 
a year's credit, payuldc on the sped . with 
power to distrj ■ if not punctually dis- 
charged, or to oarer for 1 not her yenr, it 
special fircnmstaiicet warranted tuch 
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to sustain themselves. With both of 
these, happily, England is aa amply 
tided a* any nation on the earth 
number of her ships af war now lying idle 
in the harbours and docks of Portsmouth, 
Plymouth, Dent ford, Woolwich, and 
Shternett, Ihe Medway and the Thimtt, 
— are of themselves sufficient, if put into 
commission, lo convey a million of emi- 
grant* every year to the shores of our 
North American _ provinces 1 — and ihe 

easily applied to '•uch rt pariac and 1 utf" 
eapeditiont, ai to the equipment of hostile 
fleets for thi* war with China— the trans- 
port of troops from Bengsl and Madras for 
Can ton *nd Uhoaan— or those of Bombay 
for that Indus and tb* war in Afghanistan. 
All the materials are in the hands of the 
British Government ; and ihe only thing 
that at wasting It the mats) courage tons* 
tbem aright. 

No on* will deny that the 1 00, 000,000 
ot acres of ungranted, unappropriated, and 
uo tailed Land in our North American 
Proline* s, at* perfectly worthless to both 
and people, till brought under 
a state of tillage ; while the maintenance of 
our colonial forces and dominion, is • matter 
ofheavyeostaudSurthenlotbemJtner own- 
try tttCSUU* there it not ytt a resident popu- 

wejaMre, to be taxed for it*' support. To 
bring these seres into cultivation, therefore, 
and to nil she country with an industrious 
snd productive population, would add to 
the wealth of the colony, and enable it to 
mid tb* mother-country in relieving it of 
of ila heaviest burthen*, besides 
giving it lbs power of paying its own ei- 
penses out of it* own resources. 



No on* can deny that a redundant 
epiilatJon,— beyond the mean* of pro- 
fitaJtl* employment,— ousts in England (( 
tb* present moment, and ia likely to 
every year, a source of greater 
to Ihe mo l he I- -country, in lb* 
increased burthen of poor- reus, and tht 
f lerraee of public and private charity, 
; in the whole to aflO.OOO.OfJO 



position on their parts to leave their native 
homa will ttill continue. Ami yet, pain- 
ful as is the pressure of population on the 
meant of subsistence among the lihntiriug 
classes of England, it it ipiite at 
painful (though not so publicly pro- 
claimed) among Ihe middle ranks, 'flier* 
is scarcely a family with an income htlon a 
thousand • y«r, which does not leet the 
difficulty or providing for its younger 
members. The navy and army are almost 
closed, and the world ni>y rejoice when 
that ihall be entirely so. — the liberal pro- 
fession* are all overstocked, — sod Mm 
branch of human pursuit in Engl and u ao 
crowded with new competitors, uicreajing 
tooerery year, that many pine in hopeless 
despair of ever attaining to say thing be- 
yond a hare and monotonous existence. 

For all ibete, our coloniea afford ample 
room ; snd it needt but the fostering htnd 
of the British gorernment so to change 
the position of millions, now without hope, 
as to convert their present suffering into 
immedlstr enjoyment, and llirir despair of 
the future, into well-founded expectations 
of" substantial happiness. 

The fnllowiog are the outlines of the 
principles on which such s relier might 
be founded , nnd the details by wliirh it 
might be practically worked out, 

lit. The whole of the unappropriated 
lands in the colonies being the property of 
Ihe British nation, the LegMilure list 
the undoubted right to dispose uf them ill 
any manner in which, by in set framed 
for that purpose, they may think fit to 
prescribe —regarding as the basis of such 
act, ihe present eirgencies el the Brilitb 
poniilsiion, end the importance of their 
well-being lo the general national welfare. 

2nd. An Act might therefore be patted 
iHlhorisinjt the frtt gift n| certain fisad 
and defined portion* of such lands, to fa- 
milies, or individuals spplying for them, 
on certain eoodilioua to he prescritied— 
not it the discretion nfanr governor, or 
other public authority, but* by a law and 
regulation, hearing eiuslly upon all, and 
free from the possibility of any favour ur 
preference to any, 

3rd. In order lo ensure (he best prac- 
ticable guarantee for the due fulfilment of 
Ihe conditions on which such free y,ift 
should be made, the power of the f lore ru- 
men t to rname ootseiiioit of nil lands for- 
feited by non-performance of the requisite 
conditions, anil the power of re-grant' 
them to others, should forma nan ' 
act. 

4th. The requisite/** roaoryanee of all 



indulgence ; ao that the actual outlay of

the sliajieof rurjientera, bricklayers, wiicel- 
w right 1, smiths, painters, ^'1 nlers, plumbers, 
printers, tenchrra, ministers, medical men, 
and others, essential to every numerous 
community: — and as such prrtont might 
either themselves occupy grants of laiid, 
• lid turn their knowledge of their several 
trts or professions lo profitable Account, in 
tuch inter rait of time At agricultural 
labours allowed, or give themielves up 
wholly to their resjiective blanches of 
trade, they would find ample reward, 
payment fry produce, which lakes place in 
every new Country, and at the tunc time 
relieve Hie pressure of all the respective 
trades ami prufessinns tn which they 
belong nt home, by their removal 10 
another spherr nl competition. 

The very fact, however, of a Colony 
Biting up like this— with; all grades nnd 
classes ol a-ieieiv, so minglrd ai to form 1 
respecinhlc md" intelligent community *t 
once, instead of. as nl present, composed 
almoti wholly of the hclplcst poor— would 
kail richer, capitalists to turn their atten- 
tion to the tstne region, as purchaser! of 
land, ns miners, orsj, merchants. Tosucb 
person*. Ihe frnvcrmnent might be em- 
powered to sell trai ts nf not lest than SU0 
tinr more tliitu llhll> ricrrs ench, at the 
prit'e- whieli puhhc ciunpetition might ei- 
inhLish ; with a rescTTAtioTi of the power 
nl rcsoatisuj p»»"**»i"ii ol nil such lands as 
were n-u briiiiu-hl into pasture or enltivt- 
fion within term from th» dnle of 

llir first purchase, mid of refusing any 
further addition lo such sales, until 
the irhatr uf the first purchase should be 
brought into improve men I I no sash pur- 
chases should he rendered Irrevocable until 
arv?n successive And rouiinuout years of 
net vat rrtitfrniv and rirfHpntion had elapse 'I.

Three restrictions as to quantity and 
occupation would he nereisary 10 prevent 
the treat abuse that has taken place in all 
our colonies, in granting millions of seres 
10 Inud-'^MJipsnies nnd adventurers, who 
hare sufferer! their immense possessions to 
lie uitlilled. and nii|noplod, and yet made 
large sums by selling off 1 portions of their 
vast ginnls at comparnlirely extravagant 
[itices 

There ia Another point nf view, however, 
in which this tranifcr of a million of peo- 
ple from England to nur North American 
Colonies msy be regarded, and it it thi* ;— 
while they remalnin England, thej cannot 
he utherviitc than n burtlken to themselves 
and to the community, nun -producing, 
snd iioincontuming, rioept at the expense 
nl olhert, who, in one ship* or another, 
have to benr the hurtlien of their main- 
tenance- But, on the soil of these pro - 
1 iiicea, this million of people would become 
at once producers of grain, cattle, and 
variant other article* of food far beyond 
their own power to consume ; and, these 
they would matt willingly eiclisug* lor 
every article nf British mauufucluret, which 
habit bad rendered necessary ur agreeable 
to them ; and for which they would now 
have tht meant ol paying, iu tbe very de 
scriptioti of produce which the manufac- 
turing population of England moat ttquire. 
There would not be a single individual out 
of all the million going out, who would not 
ealitytobe allowed" to the applicants in ^^iMlW'l^^^i^^ 
the order of their dates nf application ■ aha 



lationi tun, should be provided for by the 
same law; and the Uovernmcnt be su- 
thoriicd to employ the ships of war and

As in example of ihe conditions that 
might AceoiiipAny inch grants of lind, I 
will present my own idea nl a plan ;

'* stationery, piste, jewellery, and a variety 
of other articles, which, as British settlers, 
they would not consent lo do without, be- 
yond the period in which they could pty 
f-ir them ; and that [leriod would begio 
slier their first or second crop of com had 
been [Aised, nnd ibe first priidnce ol their 
herds and ducks had been realized. 

The multiplied blessings of such s state 
ot things as this, to England and to the 
Colonies, as colli rusted with the sufferings 
of the redundant population of the out 
country, and the dormant capacity for 
wealth lynn; wholly unimproved in the 
other, muit tlrike thu most unreflecting 
mind. As we htss incurred a debt of 
eight hundred millions sterling in a con- 
tinued lerici of unjntt, extravagant, and 
wasteful wart, to adjust the halmnee 11/ 
power, and keep ihe due proportions of 
ttreugth— or nbility to do mischief — be- 
tween the scleral tiger* of the human 
race, from Frederick to Ntpoieon.— it 



be wise to devote some of 
attention, and wealth, to I 



attempt io adjust the isiance af 
dnp«/«ri'(W,— by preserving the due pro. 
jiorlinn between mouths to be filled, snd 
the means of supplying them with food, — 
by taking from the limited space nf our 
owu i aland s the surplus number nf people 
•bnie our own power to employ advanla- 
geonsly, aud conveying tliem to those pro- 
vinces where population will he at onee 
power md wealth ; while In England the 
cxceii tn (0 he disponed of is *t present a 
source of feebleness and poverty. 

It may he added, that thit wnuld be in 
eaaier latk than pouring our detlrpying 
armies into I 'hina and Afghanistan. There 
they were as unwelcome visitors as an 
srmj of Chinese or Affixbani would be 
with us . and as all robbers and plunder- 
ers, of whatever nation composed, always 
ate. Mere, however, ia tbe Brilitb colo- 
nies, a fleet conveying a million of 
emigrant tetllcrs, embracing persons nf 
several grades, skilful directnre a* welt aa 
industrious labourers, would be received 
with open arms ; illuminations of joy 
would evince the pleasure with which they 
would be hailed , and acclamations of wel- 
come would accompany them on their 
route 7 And why t Because an increase 
of population, more especially of the in 
daitrious, orderly, and productive classes, 
would give increased value to every dt- 
sciption of property in the country ; and 
all Ihe owner* of tuch property already 
trilled in thete colonies would be benefited 
hy a corrfjjionding augmentation iu tha 
value of their eitotet and produce. Every

resident in etch province would thut not 
only he better enabled, by this rise in Ihe 
value of his properly, tn provide for him- 
self and h^ family, and accumutale wealth 
for them all, bnt the revenues ol ths 
country would nlto be increased, whether 
they were raised by duties on articles of 
manufacture or consumption imported into 
the country, or by a property tax 
on the realised capital, in landt 
minei, funds, Atc- 

Instead of the colonies being, at they 
now mostly are, • heavy charge on the 
'mother-country, from the deficiency of 
their own revenue be hip made up by 
grant! from Ihe Imperial Parliament, each 
colony wnulrl be enabled, not only 10 pay 
its own charges, but have a constantly ac- 
cumulating surplus fund, tn he expended 
in ihe making nf roads, hridgei, canals, 
and other pnblicwoika.establisiiingachocjls, 
hospitals, and isyluma, building court- 
houses, and places of worship, improving 
the navigation of the riven, increasing the 
number nf light-hoiiars on the coast, and 
introducing, year after year, tht many im- 
provements which every colony must re- 
quire, in the supply of it* physical, morel, 
nnd intellectual wants, for ihe happiness of 
it* increasing population. 

The principal objection, perhaps, that 
could be urged to this plan nf filling up 
our North American colonies in the way 
pro|Kitcd, would be in tendency to prepare 
the people toy rapidly tu »«ert their in- 
dependence, and throw off their connexion 
with England. To this it may be replied, 
lit. That the vttimat? independence of 
■II our colonies, to any r stent in rite and 
fiopulnlion, is an event which no power 
can prevent; and which ought to be, 
thrrefore,*lwayt anticipated end prrparrd 
for. 2ndly. That tslieu this event tahei 
plscr, it it desirable that it should be with 
the free will and consent of both parties, 
tnd in a pacific nnd not hotttie manner- 
.Irdly. That it it likely In he accelerated, 
in point of time, by tny course of policy 
which the colouisis themselves shall deem 
unjust, and be therefore disposed to re- 
rtsf, — si in the rase of Ih* United Stales 
of America 1 and that it may he retarded 
and delayed by timely concessions to all 
reasonable withes, nnd granting tu the colo- 
nist* a full participation in all the benefits 
enjoyed by Ihe *iiMeets of the mother- 
cjtiiilrt. lastly. That whei..ver it may 
lake pface, it ran only be an evil to Omit 
Britnu, if effected by tirience and in a 
spirit of determined hostility to the parent 
race : but could not, if accomplished by 
.mutunl consent, and in a " 
be pin duct ire of any 
tage to Cither party. 

At present, many thousands of the 
pooretl diss of the British population 
Irev* the shores of Euglsnd, Scotland, ind 
Ireland, for the western world. 9ome of 
these go to Caned*, and other* to the 
United estate*. A* the former presents 
no particukr advantage over the latter in 
* pecuniary point ufriew, while the laller 
offer* many lerap'Gttinnt in the political 
importance with which every cititrn of thi 
republic is there invested, thousands goto 
the United States in preference. Many of 
these, never having enjoyed the franchise 
or suffrage in their own country, andalirt- 
bating the poverty which compelled them 
(0 leave it to the misgovern me nt under 
which ihey lived, they become more hos- 
tile in their feelings toward* Great Britain 
and her political institutions than eveu tht 
American* tliemselvet, and Miist mate- 
riilly to foment and extend the wont 
spirit ai hatred nnd contempt towirds 
England, and her power and influence, 
which charscttriiea Ihe great mass of the 
lower classes of the American population. 

Every individual of this large body at 
emigrants, amounting lo morelhan 100,000 
yearly, might be drawn to our own colo- 
nies, aud lixcd there, by the plan f 
have proposed ; and, then, instead at 
adding to tilt numbers of those who 
become hostile to Engttnd and En- 
glish inlemti, they would swell the po- 
pulitiou most likely to be Attached, as 
the great hulk of the Canadians ef British 
descent at present are, to Lb* name, 
honour, nnd welfare of the mother-coun- 
try ; because, in addition to tbe instinetife 
preltrence of the nation and atock from 
whence we have sprung, which ii comilfon 
to the people nf all nations, there would, 
in thii case, be the additional tie of gra- 
titude for benefit! conferred, tnd privileges 
enjoyed ; while the continued coqimunica- 
tiun with fritnds and relatives at home, 
and lire constant intercourse with England, 
through the medium of books, newspapers, 
aod private correspondence, would serve to 
strengthen and perpetuate the reciprocal 
feelings of pride, loyalty, and affection for 
the father-land. 

There are still some persons, though 
happily their number is every year di- 
minishing, who think a war would have 
at least this benefit, that it jenuld rid the 
country of tome of it* surplus population 
by deathi 1 that it would give rrautuy-
